Other police captured fifteen men, who 
are said to have been armed with bombs 
and automatic pistols. Unionist prisoners, 
to the number of at least twenty-six, were 
carried southwards into County Monaghan. 
On the same morning some of the most 
respected Unionists of Sligo ‘were kid- 
napped; but we learn that they were 
released later in the day. This was a 
peculiarly meaningless crime, since Sligo 
is not in the Northern area at all, and 
has no concern with the apparent cause 
of the’ Fermanagh raids—namely, the 
Northern Government's delay in repriev- 
ing three men who were under sentence 
of death in Derry Jail. When the out- 
rages were reported in London the British 
Government took prompt action, It 
assigned troops for the protection of the 
Northern boundaries and asked Mr. 
Michael Collins to secure the immediate 
release of the Unionist prisoners. 

Mr. Collins seeks to explain the action 
of the raiders, but no explanation can 
excuse it Morally, the raids were 
ntterly indefensible and, politically, their 
effects may be calamitous. There is 
grave danger that they may provoke 
outbreaks of violence along the whole 
Northern frontier and may disturb the 
always precarious quiet of Belfast. 
Already party passions run high and this 
reckless foray may bring them te the point 
of explosion. We hope moss earnestly 
that the three Governments—British, 
Northern, and Provisional—will co-operate 
to prevent any extension of the trouble ; 
and, of course, the Unionist prisoners 
must be released immediately. The most 
patient statesmanship, however, will be 


wreck the still slender prospects of Irish 
unity. We have been urging that the only 
way to solve the problem of the Ulster 
boundaries is to get round them—not to 
butt at them with our heads, We have 
suggested a postponement of discussion 
and an effort to bring the two Irish Parha- 
ments together after elections in one area 
and, perhaps, in both. We have hoped— 
even believed—that some such scheme 
might be evolved from further talk 
between Mr. Collins and Sir James 
Craig. Now, as the result of an atrocious 
stupidity, we are in peril of being thrown 
back on the butting process, The instant 
sequel of the Fermanagh outrages has been 
a revival of, the boundaries, question in its 
crudest and fiercest form. , 

The situation may be saved yet, and all 
good Irishmen ought to lend their aid. 
The Provisional Government must try to 
appreciate Ulster’s feelings of anger and 
resentment. Sir James Craig must make 
évery possible allowance for the Pro- 
visional Government’s difficulties. It is 
surrounded with enemies. It has worked 
hard in many directions, but has not yet 
been able. to establish a real authority. 
It has not had time to replace the British 
machinery of law and order with an effec- 
tive machinery of its own. The Fermanagh 
and Sligo affairs are proof of one thing— 
possibly of two. The Provisional Govern- 
ment’s writ does not run among large 
sections of the Irish Republican Army; 
and it may be that some of these sections 
are being used, perhaps unwittingly, to 
undermine the foundations of the Free 
State. The Government is enduring to-day 
a test which would tax the skill of the 
most seasoned statesmen; but, if it 
manages to survive that test, its worst 
troubles will be behind it. Authority 
comes from the people, and we think that 
the people are ready to give the Provisional} 
Government a full measure of authority 
at the first possible moment. Every day 
that keeps it from contact with the electors 
furnishes the architects of anarchy with 
new opportunities. British Ministers ought 
to enable Messrs. Griffith and Collins to 
take the Peace Treaty to the country 
before a month is out, and it ought to 
be flanked with a substantial programme 
of economic development and reform. .

Indian Unrest. 

Advices from India suggest that the 
political disturbances in the Dependency 
are coming rapidly to a head. During the 
past twelve months the Indian Govern- 
ment has been very patient with Mr. 
Gandhi. It has refraitied from arrest- 
ing him chiefly because he is a Mahatma, 
but also because Lord Reading has been 
anxious to pursue the policy of concilia- 
tion either to complete succéss or com- 
plete failure. Unhappily, it has failed. 
Mr. Gandhi, like all Orientals, has imter- 
preted the Government’s leniency 45 
weakness, and, given a series of inches, 
has taken a series of ells. Now he has 
gone too far. “He has addressed an wlti- 
matum to the Viceroy, in which he orders 
the Government to release all poli- 
tical prisoners and to give a guarantee 
that there shall be no further inter- 
ference of any sort with the “no- 
violent activities of the non-co-operative 
party, even’ though they fall within the 
purview of the Indian Pena! Code.” Com- 
pliance with this ultimatum will secure 
the postponement of “more aggressive ” 
measures by Mr. Gandhi. Rejection will 
mean war. No Government worth its salt 
could ignore -uch an impudent challenge. 
There are 200,000,000 people in India, the 
vast majority of whom, probably, have 
never heard of Mr. Gandhi. The Govern- 
ment must protect their interests. 
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Stinnes and Rathenau. 


The election of Dr. Rathenau to the 
German Ministry for Foreign Affairs has 
brought Herr Hugo Stinnes into the open 
at last. In a _ signed article in the 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung he defines 
kis attitude to Dr. Rathenau’s appoint- 
ment. He declares that German economic 
interests cannot be served by the 
offices of a man of the new Minister's 
liberal tendencies and generally un- 
Prussian standpoint. Herr Stresemann, 
the leader of the People’s Party, has been 
passed over in the election: and this is 
denounced by Herr Stinnes as a deliberate 
breach of faith by the Cabinet. The 
People's Party comprises the Conservatives 
and pan-Germans, and Herr Stinnes, not 
Herr Stresemann, is its real political 
chief. In his indictment of Dr. Rathenau, 
therefore, a strong personal motive may be 
read. He is already a great financial 

wer in Germany, but he wishes to 

me dictator. .Therefore, when his 
puppets are ill-used, his personal ambition 
is hurt. That Dr. Rathenat: is a Jew is 
another potent reason for his unpopularity 
with Herr Stinnes and his friends. In 
Herr Stinnes’s politica] and racial enmity 
Dr. Rathenau will encounter a very serious 
obstacle to his work. 


Itish Architecture. 


With much of -Mr. Conor O'Brien's 
address on [Irish Architecture, at the 
Dublin Metropolitan School of Art yes- 
terday, we agree. From some of his 
contentions we venture to dissent. 
There is no doubt that bad  archi- 
tecture is worse than bad musie, bad 
ainting, or bad poetry; for it obtrudes 


‘itself constantly on the public eye. There 


is no doubt also that in Ireland, and 
notably in the cities of Dublin and Bel- 
fast, much of the architecture is appal- 
lhngly bad; but to blame the British

architectural policy, however, raises some 
naportant issues. Is nationalism in art 
a good or a bad thing? Should Ireland

wiser. “The. best way to encourage the\de-

WONDERS OF SCIENCE. 


ELECTRONS AND LIGHT 
WAVES. 


Great developments in modern science have 
had their origin in simple discoveries which at 
the time seemed to have no practical value. 
This point was eed in yesterday's lecture 
at the Royal Dublin Society on “ Light Waves 
and Electroms”’ by the Rev. H. Gill, S.J. He 
deait with the growth of the electron theory 
and of the far-reaching results which the dis- 
covery of the electron and its investigations 
have had on modern life. 

From the experiments of Crookes forty years 
ago have sprung up such modern applications 

discoveries as the X-rays. The study of the 
properties of the electron was directly respon- 
sible for the application of the “ thermionic ” 
valve to long-distance wireless telephony. 
These and many other practical applications, 
involving huge capital, are the outcome of what 
is sometimes called “ pure science.” 

a Ea > - . 

The lecturer traced the development of our 
knowledge of the electron from the time of 
Crookes to the present day, and illustrated the 
important steps by means of experimental 
demonstrations and lantern slides. Parallel with 
the study of the electron the investigations into 
the nature of light have continued, and have 
resulted in a striking connection between light 
waves and electrons. : 

One of the greatest puzzles of modern times 
has arisen in connection with the fact that 
when a beam of light fails on a plate of meta! 
it causes clectrons to leave the surface with 
enormous velocities. No matter how feeble 
may be the intensity of the light, the velocity 
of the electron is always the same for light, of 
the same wave-length or colour. The nearer the 
light is to the blue end of the spectrum the 

r.is the velocity of the electron. No 
eory. yet accepted can give any explanation 
of the fact that the energy of the electron is 
out of all proportion to the intensity of the 
light.

This problem is. causing scientists to ask 
themselves if it is not necessary to return in a 
modified form to the views held by Newton. 
The lecturer was not impressed by the argu- 
ments in favour of such a course, and se. Snas 
in a tentative way that the energy of the 
escaping might ultimately be found 
to come from the internal energy of the ether, 
which the great scientists of the nineteenth 
century, especially MacCullagh, FitzGerald, and 
Lord Kelvin, did so much to establish.

Their late rulers decreed that they 
should not be en to study their own 
civilisation, for fear that they should discover 
that it was more suitable to their needs than 
that’ which they exemplified, and in obedience 
to their decree they had turned they eyes to 
the ends of the earth to amy country except 
Ireland. 
The restraint of tradition, like the restraint 
of law, only derived its authority from the 
people to whom it was applied. Therefore, 
they had treated foreign traditior! as they had 


treated foreign law, and the result was chaos. jp 


In all typically Irish sg" the wall was 
the first consideration: it was kept guite flat, 
and carving and moulding was subordinated to 
it. It might be differentiated at the base only 
by battering, richer treatment, or variety of 
material. it was pierced for doo“s and windows 
in such a way that the nt of opening 
was more considered than e form of the 
opening. To him the positive qualities of our 
architecture were breadth, horizontality, and 
symmetry. He did not think the observance 
of these laws hampered the artist, rather the 
reverse. 

If they knew that they were building on a 
sound national foundation they could express 
themselves in Irish art far more freely than if 
they tried to bring an anomalous conception 
into line with national feeling by adding to it 
academic detail.

There were not many real architects in the 
country—quite few enough to give them ail a 
whole-time job at architecture proper—if the 
no-tirchitects were relegated to their proper 
functions. The true artist would have enough 
taste and observation to guard him against im- 
possible construction end misitse of materials:

He gave a grave warning of the 
results of leaving the position undefined, 
and “mentioned that in some of the 
Northern districts the men had taken 
oaths not te allow one inch of their terri- 
tory pass to the Free State.

In a message despatched yesterday 
afternoon our Enniskillen Correspondent 
seys:—A big converted attack was made 
by the Irish Republican Army on Ennis- 
killen and its neighbourhood in the early 
hours of Wednerday morning. 

The plan was to capture leading Union- 
ists, including Mr. James Cooper, M.P., | 
and take them away. In several cases the 
plan failed owing to the pluck of those 
attacked. Mr. Ivan Carson, Killyreagh, 
Enniskillen, whose home was attacked and 
broken into, was wounded while defending 
himself. A bullet penetrated’ his ‘shoulder, 
and he was kidnapped. - 

Mr. Cahir Healy, Sinn Fein. leader, 
Enniskillen, has been informed that he 
will be held personally responsible for 
the safe return of Mr. Carson. 

The Special Constabulary were promptly 
called out and succeeded in capturing 15 
prisoners, four motor cars, and a large 
quantity of automatic revolvers, bombs 


and ammunition. 

The operations began in Enniskillen town at 
about 1 o’clock a.m. Three motor cats, full of 
LR.A. men, halted in the Brook, opposite the 
private residence of Mr. James Cooper, who 
happened to be awake at the time. On getting 
up he noiiced men approaching his home. One 
advanced towards a window on the ground 
fioor, when Mr. Cooper called out: '' Who are 
you? ”’ “Simpson, of A gh,” came the 
reply. “I don’t know you,” said Mr. Cooper, 
and the man thereupon rushed towards the 
window. Mr. Cooper gave the challenge: 
“Hands up, and the man turned to run. Mr. 
Cooper, however, emptied the contents of both 
barrels of a déuble-barrelled gun into the man. 

The alarm was sounded, and neighbours, bare- 
footed and only clothed in trousers and shirts, 
ran to the Special Constabulary, in the Castle 
| Barracks, and told what had occurred.

Captain C. Coote said that only one thing 
would satisfy France, and that was to conclude 
some such arrangement as was adumbrated in 
the King’s Speech on the understanding that 
im return France would reduce her fiscal barriers 
against British commerce. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor besought the Government 
to deal patiently with France. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas said that he would welcome 
an election. The Prime Mimisier said that he 
wanted a united nation, and then the Colonial 
Secretary, in an “ outburst of poison gas,” said 
that Labour was not fit to govern, while the 
Lord Chancellor made a direct appeal for class 
war. They needed a change of policy. 

Sr C. Townshend warmly supported an 
alliance with France. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN. 


REBUKE TO LABOUR. 

Mr. Chamberlain, replying on the debate, 
said that Mr. Thomas seemed agitated by the 
criticisms of the Colonial Secretary and the Lord 
Chancellor. It was curious that the Labour 
Party, which was of all the parties the most 
free in its criticism and its choice of language 
to exptess its contempt and abhorrence of every- 
bedy not included in it, and not infrequently 
of one another, was. without exception, more 
sensitive than any other party to criticism. He 
attributed that im part to a misconception on 
their part of whai they were. 

Mr. Thomas treated the criticisms of his 
right hon. friends as if they were an attack on 
Labour in this country. They were not. Fr 
found it difficult to stomach Lord R. Cecil's air of 
moral superiority. On every occasion, whether 
he was sitting on that side, whether he was try- 
ing how far be could go with the Labour Party. 
or whether he was thrusting himself on Lord 
Grey—(laughier)—he thought the moment when 
he left a purty all morality went out of it. 
(Laughter.) A little more charity would make 
the noble lord a much more powerful foe. 

The Government in calling the Conference at 
Genoa recognised that the world needed to turn 
from war to peace conditions, and they were 
steadily pursuing that object in their policy, 
achieving it very gradually, step by step, leav- 
ing nothing undone, in spirit or in act, that 
would contribute ‘to that great end. 

The contemplated pact with France would be 
a pact for defence against unprovoked aggres- 
sion. If such a pact had existed in A t, 
1914, the condition of the world would have 
been very different to-day.

(BY OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
There seems to be no doubt that the Southern 
Irish electorate will be afforded an early oppor- 
tunity of making a definite decision on the 
question of acceptance or rejection of the Free 
State. This is clear from the eablegram which 
Mr. Collins sent last evening to America. 

For some time after the decision of Dail 
Eireann approving the Downing street Treaty, 
by the narrow majority of eight votes, IU 
seemed undesirable that the electors should be 
approached until the final Act, setting up the 
Free State and its Constitution, had been passed 
by the Imperial Parliament. It was thought 
that the supporters of the Republic, led by Mr. 
de Valera, would make capital of the fact that 
“the goods” had not been delivered, and, per- 
Laps, stampede the constituencies to some ex- 
tent In their favour. ' 
Events which have happened since then— 
and not, least the situation in the North 
appear to make it essential that the opinion of 
the electorate should be taken at the earlies¢ 
convenient moment. lt seems to be no less 
aesirable that an election in the six counties 
should also be held, even though in that area 
there 1s no likelihood that any considerable 
change in the state of parties would be effected,

TO REMOVE. FALSE IMPRESSION. 
‘The following is the text of the message, in 
which Mr. Collins states the intention of the 
Provisional Government to make an early arpeal 
to the country. It was sent last night to Mr. 
Thomas W. Lyons, National Secretary of the 
American Aasociation for Recognition of the 
Irish Republic, Washington, D.C. :— 

“ With reference to published cablegram fram 
your Association to Mr. de Valera and his reply 
to you, I, as Minister of Fimance to the Dail, 
have to inform you that the Dail fands are 
being used for Dail purposes only.

MH. WALSH BUSY IN LONDON. 


Mr. J. J. Walsh, Postmaster-General of ithe 
Irish Free State, who has arrived in London, 
met Mr. Kellaway, Imperial Postmaster-General, 
yesterday afternoon. 

Some difficult problems have arisen with the 
signing of the Irish agreement, which ‘it 1s 
necessary (says the Press Association) that tho 
two Postmasters-General should fully discuss. 
With the transfer of the Post Office services 
modifications will be necessary with reference to 
mail sieamer contracts, cable arrangements, the 
interchange of money and postal orders, etc. 

It is not unlikely that Mr. Walsh will he 
offered the advice of experts, should he require 
iú, in the fotindation of new departments for the 
administration of services formerly conducted 
in London,’ in which direction the Dubin 
officials have no experience. 

New works will have to be erected in- Dublin 
for the printing of stamps, money orders, and 
postal orders, and a great new organisation 
created for the distribution of stores. 

Owing to the frequent “ removal ” of mstru- 
ments and the wholesale cutting of wires during 
recent years, Mr. Walsh has arf enormous 
amount of work in front of him to reorganise 
the telephone and telegraph services, and has 
already called for a ‘‘ depredations ” report 
from the various districts in Ireland. 

He is also taking steps to effect an improve- 
ment in the Dublin telephones, and has formed 
a committee of Post Office officials and areim- 
tects to prepare plans for the buildmg of a 
General Post Office on the site of the old baild- 
ing in Sackville street, which was destroye 
in the 1916 rebellion. 
Mr. Walsh is inquiring into the advisability 
of using motor cars and motor cycles for the 
distribution of mails in rural districts. 
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FOR SERVICE IN IRELAND. 


In the House of Lords yesterday the Marqaia 
of Lincolnshire moved an amendment to the 
Address expressing regret that no mention had 
been made in the King’s Speech of the good 
conduct, order, and discipline shown by all 
ranks of the Regular Army who were quartered 
in Ireland during the recent disturbances. 
He said that the good services of the Army 
had never been mentioned by any Minister ex- 
cept in one instance. An unfortunate reference 
was made to the Army by the Lord Chancellor 
in a speech in which he fell upon the Duke of 
Northumberland, who had’ raised some objec- 
tions to the policy of the Government. itn 
somewhat unnecessary ferocity the Lord Chan- 
cellor declared that in the mind of the noble 
Duke every soldier was a superman, every 
politician was a rogue or a fool, and every 
workingman was a Bolshevist, actual or poten- 
tial. 
The Lord Chancellor said that there had been 
no failure on the part of the Government or 
of the country to appreciate in the warmest 
manner the services rendered by the soldiers, 
and, he might add, of the other members of 
His Majesty's forces, during the recent troubles 
in Ireland. The appreciation. by the Govern- 
ment aml by the eccuntry of the qualities set 
forth im the amendment was as clearly and 
ividly entertained as by the noble Marquis 
f, who would, perhaps, reflect that there 
were other ways of . ng . this.

' That they were just at the opening of an era 
of invention in connection with building, by
